Idea....set up several cars at good spots to relay info from small group 
to small groups when info has to be passed more than a few 1000's feet. 
Make sure the PD knows you are doing the watch and which cars will be 
where, visual ID info of the cars...... with Stalking Laws now appearing, 
just sitting in yer car with a 2 way radio can be....hard to explain. 


The short range just indicated is the RELIABLE...not iffy range, for 
HT type radio-to-radio with the typical rubber ducky antennas. 


You'd also want to pick a freq that is not bombed by qrm from other 
sources, and not on a simplex freq that has regular use by others... 
ie...don't use 146.52 ! 

Oh...one more thing....you can't use code words or such....FCC rule: can't
